‘The Value of True Manhood 


If any one thing was demonstrated 
by the Great War over. all other 
things it was valué of the individual, 
all-round, young man, that is, the man 
who was developed and fit physically, 
morally, intellectually. In saying this 
it is not to be assumed that the man 
who was lacking in physical strength 
and development, or had not enjoyed 

« the advantages of education,’ or, in- 
deed, the man who was not as sound 

morally as he ought to have been, did 

» not do his duty, do\it.well, and ac- 
complish: great things, Thousands of 
sich men played a noble and glori- 
ous part, but many other thousands | 
were rejected by army, doctors from 
the opportunitys@f active service, and 
many thousands more or less illiter- 
ate.men were not able to command 
the responsible positions which oth- 
erwise might Rave been, entrusted to 
them, | The all-round man had the 
better chance. He may have been no’ 
braver, or keener, or patriotic than 
others, but he had the equipment of 
an all-round manhood to do things, 
and he was entrusted with the doing, 
and he did it. 

Just as the war called for the ser- 
vices of such men,,so does the many 
and varied problenis - now. to be faced 
call, and possibly even more impera- 
tively, for men of the all-round: type 

. of manhood. The war has taught us, 
through the disclosures of the army 
medical boards, the necessity of fur- 
ther safeguarding the health of the 
people, and Governments everywhere 
are devoting attention to the sub- 
ject, In the army emphasis was laid 
on the fact that the educated man 
was a better soldier than the unedu- 
cated one, so the army conducted 
schools to teach illiterate men to read 
and write, The effect, of a man’s 
moral standards on his whole’ char- 
acter soon displayed itself. - The cum- 
ulative effect has béen to impress on 
the nations certain facts and import- 
ant lessons which, in the ~ general 
industrial. and commercial race after 
the dollar before the war, people 
were largely ignoring. 

Before the war there-was one great 
é@rganization which had not’ lost 
sight of the importance of develop- 
ing the all-round man, a man strong 
in spirit, mind and body. During the 
war such an organization inevitably 
came into, greater prominence and 
found open to it a still greater field 
of activity and usefulness. The ref- 
erence is to the Y.M.C.A. But where 
as prior to the’ war its energies were 
largely confined: to the cities and 
larger, towns, the neceSsity for’ the 
expansion of its work to the smaller 
towns, villages and country parts is 
now seen, with the yesult that a Town 
and Country Work department has 
been created by the National Y,M.C. 
A. Council of Cahada, and a plan of 
organization outlined for carrying on 
-such work.
